M O D E R N D E N T IS T R Y . 


P o rcela in 
In la y * 
M ode, 
Nowaday** 
th a t P e r fe ctly M atch th e T eeth, 
“It used to be,” said the dentist, 
“that 
every body 
w anted 
his 
front 
teeth filled with gold; but now’ there 
are plenty of peeople who regard gold 
fillings th at show’ as unsightly, and 
who have their front teeth filled and 
built up if required, w’lth porcelain, 
which matches the teeth in color. This 
porcelain work is one of the later ad­ 
vances in the development of modern 
dentistry. 
“ In filling a tooth with gold we drill 
out the cavity to make it larger within 
than at the opening, but the cavity for 
a porcelain filling is 
made 
slightly 
larger at tho opening than at the base. 
The porcelain filling is held iii place, 
not by the narrow ing in of its retain­ 
ing walls a t the opening, as is the cast 
with other fillings, but by cement. 
“ With the cavity for a porcelain fill­ 
ing prepared, a m atrix or impression of 
it is taken with a tiny sheet of plati­ 
num foil which is of the thickness of 
one-thousandth of an inch. 
Then you 
select 
the porcelain 
material 
from 
which the tilling is to be made. 
It 
comes iii the form of a powder. 
Peo­ 
ple’s teeth vifiy in color, and artificial 
teeth are supplied in pretty nearly in­ 
numerable varieties of shape and size 
and color and shade and spacing. These 
porcelain pow’ders for fillings are made 
in many different shades, and if th* 
right shade cannot lie found among 
the standard powders, then the shade 
desired can be produced by mixing. 
It is quite practicable to find a powder 
or to m ake a m ixture th at will match 
any tooth perfectly. 
“Out of this powder an inlay is 
baked which fits the cavitj’ in the tooth 
perfectly if the work has been done 
properly. 
The inlay, as I said, is held 
In place by adhesion, with cement. 
There are many shades of porcelain 
material, there are also made inlay ce­ 
ments of many shades. 
The proper 
shade of cement having been selected, 
and the surface around the ca rity and 
that of the back of the inlay having 
been suitably roughened to make the 
cement* hold the better, you mix the 
cement and apply It and set the inlay 
into place, there to be held until the 
cement has hardened. 
“Porcelain is also used iii building 
up back teeth, but it is used more fop 
inlays in front teeth, w here other kinds 
of fillings would show. 
The making 
of these inlays calls for the exercise 
of fine art and skill; but the modern 
dentist fills these requirem ents and 
makes porcelain inlays whose presence 
would not Im discovered except upon 
the closest inspection.”— W ashington 
Post.

One who employs a person in ignor­ 
ance of the fact that he is under a 
time cont m et to work for another, in 
violation of which he has Jeft the lat­ 
ter’* service, is held in Wolf vs. New 
Orleans Tailor Made Pants Co. (La ), 
67 L. Ii. A. 65, not to be liable In dam­ 
ages to the former employer because 
when informed of the servant’s breach 
of contract he fails to discharge him, 
since, though offering to release his 
new employer, he expresses his deter­ 
m ination not to return to the 
one 
whose service he bas abandoned. 
A Suprem e Court which has arrest**! 
a judgm ent of conviction in a criminal 
case because of a fatal defect In tho 
indictment as presented to It, is held. 
in State vs. March (N. C.), 67 L. R. A. 
179 to have the power, even afte r the 
close of the term, to grant the State 
an opportunity to correct the record so 
as to show’ th at the alleged defect did 
not exist and proceed to hear the a p ­ 
peal upon the correct 
record.

am endm ent of a record to cure defect 
for which motion in arrest of judg­ 
ment b^s been made is the object of a 
note to this case.

The party of the first part (to use * 
legal phrase) may argue their point in 
tills way:

If you have 15 shillings, or 
til roe fourths of a pound, and some­ 
body gives you another fourth p art you 
have a 
sovereign—ergo, your four- 
fourths is 
one-fourth

703.522 feet above mean ocean level and 
determined by said Survey precise lev­ 
els made in 1903, as 123.584 feet above 
Chicago City Datum. Said bronze tab­ 
let is hereby fixed at 123.584 feet above 
Arlington Heights Datum as established 
in Section two (2.) 
Section 4:—That the top of the brick

POWDER MILL BLOWS UP. 


R a n d W o r k s N e a r U n io n to w n , 1*0., E x ­ 
p lo d e s K i l l i n g E m p lo y e s . 
With a report that could be he ard for 
a radius of ten miles the Rand Powder 
works located at Fair Chance. Pa., six 
miles east of Uniontown, Pa., blew up, 
causing, it is believed, over thirty deaths 
and a considerable financial damage. 
The explosion occurred in a ear of 
powder and was followed a few minutes 
la tor by another and heavier one when 
the flames ignited the large magazine. 
The concussion of the second explosion 
knocked out the telephone and telegraph 
wires and all communication with the 
scene of the explosion. 
Persons within 
a radius of fifteen miles heard the explo­ 
sion and knew that the powder works 
had blown up. 
Every vehicle in the sur­ 
rounding vicinity was pressed into ser­ 
vice and hundreds of people were soon 
gathered about the ruins aiding iii the 
work of rescue. 
A passenger train on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad from Morgantown to 
Connellsville, which was 
passing the 
works when the first explosion occurred 
was almost thrown from the track by 
the eoncusion which broke all *tlie win­ 
dows and caused a panic among the 
passengers, several of whom were injur­ 
ed by flying glass. 
The concussion was like an earthquake 
to the county round about and in the 
surrounding towns caused great excite­ 
ment. which was not lessened by the 
fact that the communication on the trol­ 
ley line was broken off several miles 
from there. 
It is probable that the cause of the 
explosion of the car of powder will never 
be known. 
All the men who were work­ 
ing about it are believed to have been 
blown to pieces.

something of a surprise to leani that 
there are more sorts of 
clover than 
two— tile red and the white, says the 
Philadelphia Record. 
As a m atter of 
fact, eight or nine varieties, of various 
hues, are common in fields and by the 
roadside in the neighborhood of Phila­ 
delphia, all of them im migrants from 
the old world. 
The few species that 
are native to the United States are 
chiefly western in their range. 
The pretty white or Dutch clover, 
of creeping habit, which is a favorite 
for lawns and places where a close 
smooth turf 
is desirable, has a tall 
cousin known as alsike, or Swedish 
clover, which Is 
one of 
the 
most 
charm ing of wayside blooms. It is dis 
tiguished from the white clover by Its 
upright habit and the color of 
the 
flower heads, which are usually more 
or less flushed with pink. 
Practically useless for pasture, but 
lovely as a nosegay, is the yellow, or 
hop clover, so called because of the 
resemblance of its flowers to hops. In 
age the flowers lose the brilliant yel­ 
low of their prime and change through 
tones of bronze to a warm chestnut 
brown, which is very charming. 
Another species for which the farm ­ 
er has no respect, and which is com­ 
mon on lean lauds, is one with gray­ 
ish green leaflets like tiny olive leaves, 
and oblong heads 
of 
dun 
flowers 
which are all but concealed by a cloak 
of long silky hairs. 
Common through­ 
out Europe aud western Asia, 
it is 
known In half a dozen languages by 
names that all mean “rabbit’s foot,” 
and rabbit’s foot clover we call it here 
It is believed to have been brought to 
the West Indies by Spanish explorers 
prior to 1547, aud thence has spread 
well over our country. 
Best known of all the trefoils Is the 
common meadow or red clover, whose 
fat pound heads of m agenta oloom dot 
every summer mead. 
Beloved of men 
from time imemorial a feature in their 
festivals and In mystic rites, its value 
to the agriculturist seems not to have 
been recognized until about the six­ 
teenth century, when its cultivation 
was first begun. 
During the middle 
ages It was reputed efficacious against 
the wiles of witches, and knight and 
peasant alike wore the clover leaf as 
a charm. 
The popular association of 
the four-parted leaf with good 
luck 
dates from the 
same ancient 
time, 
v hen the cross formed by the 
four 
leaflets was held to imply somewhat 
or supernatural virtue resident therein. 
Such a clover leaf was 
believed to

It is a tradition of 
the court that when Daniel W ebster 
came before this high tribunal in his 
first argum ent in the defense of the 
chartered rights of his alma mater, 
Dartmouth College, against the legis­ 
lative attacks of New Hampshire, by 
some strange inadvertence the

was not administered. 
The tradition 
goes 
further, 
intim ating 
that 
the 
judges were so impressed by the elo­ 
quence of his appeal, which stands 
out to-day as a classic in legal lore, 
that they either forgot or dared not 
mention his dereliction. 
It is no wonder that this little Bible 
is so carefully preserved, endeared as 
it is with the memories of America’s 
greatest statesm en and jurists. When 
a president Is to be sworn the clerk of 
the court usually purchases a new Bi­ 
ble, and after the certificate has been 
affixed he presents it to the first lady 
of the land.— Leslie’s Weekly.

Baku. 
Martial law has been proclaim­ 
ed in outlying towns, but it has no 
effect in curbing the rioters in their 
mad lust for blood. 
Fire and massa­ 
cre have nullified every semblance of 
law. 
The principal fighting is not In Baku 
itself, but at Balakban, where hun­ 
dreds have been shot by the infantry 
and artillery and where 1,000 were 
killed or wounded during a desperate 
attack on the military camp and pro­ 
vision depot. The troops sustained few 
casualties. 
A large num ber of workmen barri­ 
caded themselves in the B a rk h a n hos­ 
pital. 
The soldiers began the attack 
with rifle fire and then stormed the 
hospital and completed their work with 
the bayonet. 
The entire oil and com­ 
mercia. quarters of Balakban, Sabunto 
and Nouiani have been wiped out by 
fire and the inhabitants rem aining be­ 
hind were massacred and thrown on to 
the flames. 
The consulates, banks and adm inis­ 
tration buildings in Baku are guarded 
by troops. All of the English residents 
and almost all other inhabitants of the 
better class have boarded ships and 
gone to sea to escape from danger. All 
available steam ers have been employ­ 
ed for this purpose. 
Nobody is allow­ 
ed on the streets of Baku after 8 
o’clock at night and inhabitants of 
houses are held strictly responsible 
for shots fired from them. 
Artillery 
was employed against one house from 
which shots were fired. 
The walla 
were breached, the house was stormed 
and the people inside were killed. 
Following is a brief review, in se­ 
quence, of the events of the last few 
days as witnessed at Baku: 
On the afternoon of Saturday reports 
began running from month to mouth 
that the Tartars and Armenians were 
massacring each other. 
Immediately 
there was great alarm and a panic pre­ 
vailed. 
Stores were dose*! anti windows 
aud doors were barricaded. Twenty min­ 
utes later sounds of rifle firing were 
heard from the various quarters of the 
city and everybody wished to flee, but 
no one could tell whether 
safety lay 
within or without the city. 
Two hours later patrols of Cossack* 
and other soldiers armed with rifles be­ 
gan to arrive from the barracks and 
these troops immediately engaged the 
rioter*. 
The firing between the warring 
factions continued all of Saturday night. 
Sunday the situation showed no improve­ 
ment and firing was in progress all dur­ 
ing the day, the streets being deserted 
except for the combatants. 
At 8 o’clock Sunday evening the first 
reflection on the sky of fire in the “back 
town” quarter was noticed, aud it was 
learned that the Nobel oil reservoirs 
were burning. 
Sunday night was more fearful than 
I the preceding ones. 
Fires broke out in 
I several quarters and the firing of the 
I troops was uninterrupted. 
Fires also were started in the suburbs 
of Balakhan and Sabunto. 
Telephonic 
communication between Baku aud these 
I points was destroyed and it was impossi- 
i Me to ascertain what was burning Mon- 
• day morning. 
I 
Many of the inhabitants decided to 
I brave the dangers in an effort to leave 
{ the city. 
They went in cabs surrounded 
I by Cossacks to the railroad station, and 
| the flight from the city soon became gen­ 
eral. 
Monday night 
the burning, shooting, 
; killing and pillaging continued, and a 
I refinery which was in flames beyond 
' Bibiebat lit up the sky iu that direc- 
I tion. 
A big woodyard iii Baku 
also 
caught fire and a strong wind fanned 
the flames, which soon spread to Nikitin 
circus and adjacent houses. 
The fire continued all of 
Tuesday, 
breaking out in several new places, em­ 
bracing the railroad station and a num­ 
ber of Armenian houses in different quar­ 
ters of the city. 
During Wednesday, 
fugitives 
from 
Balakban began to arrive here and told 
of the indescribable horrors they had 
witnessed. 
All the oil works there, they 
said, were in the hands of Tartars, who 
were pillaging the houses of Russian and 
Armenian workmen, carrying away ev­ 
erything of value and then burning the 
buildings. 
Ten thousand workmen, they 
said, would be left in poverty. 
At 5 o’clock Wednesday afternoon the 
situation was somewhat quieter. 
T a r­ 
tars 
aud 
Armenians 
were 
running 
through tilt) streets crying “Peace!” and 
a little later a procession made up of 
both races, with clergymen at its head, 
went through the town. 
But these ef­ 
forts toward a cessation of the fighting 
were not effective, for the firing went 
on all Wednesday night. 
The soldiers, 
however, continued their efforts to re­ 
press the disorders.

cussing other subjects, and topics of the 
day.

While at the breakfast table, he ven­ 
tured to ask the farmer, what he could 
sell him 20 counties for, and producing 
a state map, he selected the counties he 
wanted. The farmer carefully thought 
the matter over,

thought $300 a county would enable the 
insurance man to make plenty of money, 
by cutting them up into township rights, 
stlil he would let him have them (if he 
took 20 counties) at $200 each.

CAUGHT A VICTIM. 


The Ingenious Way in Which a P at­ 
ent-Right Gang Separated a Farm ­ 
er from His Money.

One of the first patent right bunko 
schemes I ever heard of came under my 
observation, when I was about 17 years 
of age. I had traded a $50 note, which I 
held against a farmer, living near my 
home in Ohio, for the rights for the state

of Illinois in a patent gate and door 
spring, and went to that state, among 
relatives, to sell the spring attachments 
and to dispose of the territory. On ar­ 
riving at the home of one of my farmer 
relatives, I found them all in a turmoil, 
and in a frame of mind to lynch anyone 
in the patent right business. 
A few days before my arrival, a very 
slick, well-dressed gentleman had called 
upon one of their rich neighbors, and 
represented himself to be the general 
agent of a washing machine. He was 
anxious to establish an agency for the 
sale of both the machine and county or 
state rights, and said to the farmer: 
"Now, sir, you have been recommend­ 
ed to me as being just the man I am look­ 
ing for, and to start with. I want to as­ 
sure you that I don’t propose to give you 
a penny of my money, nor do I ask for 
a penny of yours. I don’t propose to give 


about eight o'clock in the morning, when 
he made the farmer a point blank offer 
of $150 a county, for the 20 counties. He 
said, as he did so, that he had formerly 
been a school teacher in a place several 
miles south, which point he was making 
for, as he wanted to collect some money 
due him. 
He explained that, as the 
farmer would have to procure papers 
from the general agent, before he could 
deed them to him, he would return in 
three days, or four at the outside, and re­ 
ceive the deeds and settle in full for 
them. And as evidence of good faith, he 
brought out his valise, and unlocking it, 
took out a large roll of bills with four 
or five $100 wrappers, and said: 
"To show you that I mean business. I 
will deposit $100 with you, and when 
I return, and you have the deeds ready, 
I will pay the balance.”
